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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 



2. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1 and 4, lines 6 and 23, respectively, recite a locally generated spread 
sequence---", which was already recited in lines 3 and 19, respectively. 
Therefore, the Office suggests replacing it with the locally generated spread 
sequence--- 1 ' for clarity. 

Claim 2, line 14, recites "the count results". The Office suggests replacing the 
limitation with "count results" for clarity, wherein claim 3 directly depend on claim 
2. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claim Objections 
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3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Claims 1 and 4, lines 6 and 23, respectively, recite the limitation of "correlating the 
received spread sequence". The specification and the illustration of figure 2 
discloses storing the received spread sequence prior to any further processing. 
However, the claim recites correlating the received spread sequence, rather than 
correlating the stored, received spread sequence. 

The specification does not describe correlation of the received spread sequence, but 
correlation of the sequences stored in the memory with the locally generated 
sequences. Therefore, the claims contain subject matter which was not described in 
the specification to enable one skilled in the art to make or use the invention. 

Claim 2, line 3, recites "k section variants each having m bits", wherein "the binary- 
coded spread sequence" has "m bits" as mentioned in claim 1 , line 3. It appears that 
m=1024, which is the length of the spread sequence. The specification does not 
describe each k section variants each having m bits. 

Furthermore, please further explain the relationship between the oversampling rate 
of i*f and k*f, as described in claim 1 and 2, respectively. 
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Claims 3 and 5 directly depend on claim 2 and 4, respectively. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 4, lines 8 and 25, respectively, recite the limitation of "processing the 
stored, received spread sequence". The claim language is unclear and indefinite as 
to what processing is performed at the oversampling rate. 
Claims 2, 3 and 5 directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 or 4. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tiemann et al. teach storing received spread sequence prior to correlating. 

Gunzelmann et al., by common inventor and assignee, teach correlation of 
received spread sequence. 

Dixon et al., Lipa, Dent et al., Sourour et al. and Baker et al. teach memory for 
storing received spread sequence prior to correlating with locally generated 
sequences.
